PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AN AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY 
LOBBYIST REGISTRATION ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS, THAT: 

The Cook County Lobbyist Registration Ordinance, 93-0-22, is hereby amended by amending Section A, 
Section 7, “Duties of the Clerk,” subsection (a) as follows: 

Section 7 . Duties of the Clerk 

(a) It shall be the duty of the Clerk to provide appropriate forms for the registration and 
reporting of information required by this Ordinance and to keep such registrations and reports on file in 
his or her office for thr ee ten years from the date of filing. The Clerk shall also maintain a listing of 
registered lobbyists. Such records and listing shall be considered public information and open to public 
inspection during normal business hours.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING THE COOK COUNTY CLEAN INDOOR AIR ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, secondhand smoke contains over 4,000 chemical compounds, of which 200 are known 
poisons including carbon monoxide, arsenic, cyanide, benzene and formaldehyde; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency classifies secondhand smoke as a “Class A 
Carcinogen”; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Center for Disease Control (CDC) estimates that 3,000 lung cancer deaths and 
more than 35,000 coronary heart disease deaths occur annually among adult nonsmokers in the United 
States as a result of exposure to secondhand smoke; and 

WHEREAS, secondhand smoke is the third leading cause of preventable death in the U.S. and causes 
cancer, stroke, and heart disease, and has also been linked to Sudden Infant Death Syndrome (SIDS) and 
exacerbation of asthma symptoms, including triggering asthmas attacks; and 
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WHEREAS, employees who work in smoke-filled businesses suffer a 25-50% higher risk of heart attack 
and higher rates of death from cardiovascular disease and cancer, as well as increased acute respiratory 
disease and measurable decrease in lung function; and 

WHEREAS, the American with Disabilities Act, which requires that disabled persons have access to 
public places and workplaces, deems impaired respiratory function to be a disability; and 

WHEREAS, there is no known safe level of exposure to secondhand smoke; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Surgeon General has determined that the simple separation of smokers and 
nonsmokers within the same air space may reduce, but does not eliminate, the exposure of nonsmokers to 
secondhand smoke; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency has determined that secondhand smoke cannot 
be reduced to safe levels in businesses by high rates of ventilation; and 

WHEREAS, air cleaners, which are only capable of filtering the particulate matter and odors in smoke, 
do not eliminate the known toxins in secondhand smoke; and 

WHEREAS, ASHRAE (American Society of Heating, Refrigerating and Air Conditioning Engineers) 
bases its ventilation standards on totally smoke-free environments because it cannot determine a safe level 
of exposure to secondhand smoke, which contains cancer-causing chemicals, and ASHRAE 
acknowledges that the technology does not exist that can remove chemicals from the air that cause cancer; 
and 

WHEREAS, exposure to secondhand smoke costs the nation $5 billion in direct medical costs and $5 
billion in indirect medical costs annually; and 

WHEREAS, limiting the exposure to secondhand smoke will result in considerable savings to taxpayers 
through the reduction of direct and indirect medical costs for Cook County employees and taxpayers 
utilizing Cook County health facilities; and 

WHEREAS, the states of California, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Utah, Vermont, Idaho, Connecticut, 
South Dakota, Maine, Delaware, Florida, New Jersey, and Washington adopted protective clean indoor 
air laws that eliminate workers’, patrons’, and visitors’ exposure to secondhand smoke; and 

WHEREAS, since 2002, ninety independent studies have concluded that there is either no economic 
impact or there is a positive economic impact after the implementation of smoke-free restaurant/bar laws 
and laws banning smoking in the workplace; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners finds and declares that the purposes of this 
Ordinance are (1) to protect the public health and welfare by prohibiting smoking in all public places and 
places of employment, and (2) to guarantee the right of nonsmokers to breathe smoke-free air which shall 
have priority over the desire to smoke. 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED, BY THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS: 

Section 1: Title 

This Ordinance shall be known as the Cook County Clean Indoor Air Ordinance. 
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Section 2: Interpretation with Other Laws 

Nothing in this Ordinance supersedes any existing elimination of smoking that is already covered 
by fire code restrictions. 

Section 3: Definitions 

The following words and phrases, wherein used in this Ordinance, shall have the following 
meanings: 

“Arcade” means a place of amusement, which contains four or more automatic amusement 
devices and is not licensed to serve alcoholic liquor. 

“Bar/Tavern” means an establishment that is devoted to the serving of alcoholic beverages for 
consumption by guests and patrons on the premises and do e s not hav e an e n -s it e kitch e n to 
pr e par e food. — Food se rvic e i s limit e d to - providing - s n aek — h e ms or comm e rcial l y pr e par e d or 
wrapp e d foods that r e quir e no pr e paration, and that derives 65% or more of its gross proceeds 
from the sale of alcoholic liquor. Each bar/tavern shall provide such documentations as may be 
requested by appropriate departments of Cook County Government to enable those departments 
to determine whether the establishment meets the percentage requirements of this definition. 

“Business” means any sole proprietorship, partnership, joint venture, corporation, limited liability 
company or other business entity formed for profit-making purposes, including without limitation 
retail establishments where goods or services are sold as well as professional corporations and 
other entities where legal, medical, dental, engineering, architectural, or other professional 
services are delivered. 

“Employee” means any person who is employed by an employer in consideration for direct or 
indirect monetary wages or profit and a person who volunteers his or her services for a non-profit 
entity. 

“Employer” means any person, business, partnership, association, corporation, including without 
limitation a municipal corporation, trust, or non-profit entity that employs the services of one or 
more individual persons. 

“Enclosed Area” means all space between a floor and ceiling that is enclosed or semi-enclosed 
with (i) solid walls or windows (exclusive of doorways), which extend from the floor to the 
ceiling, or (ii) solid walls with half wall petitions and no windows (exclusive of doorways) 
without limitation to lobbies and corridors. 

“Health-Care Facility” means any office or institution providing medical care or treatment of 
diseases, whether physical, mental, or emotional, or other medical, physiological, or 
psychological conditions, including without limitation hospitals, clinics, n ursing homes, homes 
for the aging or chronically ill, laboratories, and offices of surgeons, chiropractors, physical 
therapists, physicians, dentists and all specialists within these professions. The definition shall 
include all waiting rooms, hallways, private rooms, semiprivate rooms, and wards within health 
care facilities. 

“Place of Employment” means any enclosed area under the control of a public or private 
employer that employees frequent during the course of employment, including without limitation 
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work areas, employee lounges, restrooms, conference rooms, classrooms, employee cafeterias, 
hallways and vehicles. A private residence is not a “Place of Employment” unless it is used as a 
childcare, adult day care, health care facility, or home-based business of any kind open to the 
public. 

“Public Place” means any enclosed area to which the public is invited or in which the public is 
permitted, including without limitation banks, educational facilities, government buildings, health 
care facilities, laundromats, museums, public transportation facilities, reception areas, restaurants, 
bars/taverns, retail food production and marketing establishments, retail service establishments, 
retail stores, shopping malls, sports arenas, theaters, and waiting rooms. A private residence is 
not a “Public Place” unless it is used as a childcare, adult daycare, health care facility, or home- 
based business of any kind open to the public. 

“Private Function” means a gathering of persons for the purpose of deliberation, education, 
instruction, entertainment, amusement or dining where membership or specific invitation is a 
prerequisite to entry and where the event is not intended to be open to the public. 

“Restaurant” means an eating establishment, including without limitation coffee shops, cafeterias, 
sandwich shops, and private and public school cafeterias that gives or offers for sale, food to the 
public, guests or employees, as well as kitchens and catering facilities in which food is prepared 
on the premises for serving elsewhere, and that derives less than 65% of its gross proceeds from 
the sale of alcoholic liquor. The term “Restaurant” shall include, if applicable, a restaurant bar 
area. Each restaurant shall provide such documentation as may be requested by appropriate 
departments of Cook County Government to enable those departments to determine when the 
establishment meets the percentage requirement of this definition. 

“Restaurant bar area” means an area of a restaurant that is primarily devoted to the serving of 
alcoholic liquor. 

“Retail Tobacco Store” means any retail store utilized primarily for the sale of tobacco products 
and accessories and in which the sale of other products is merely incidental and where no one 
under 18 is permitted. 

“Secondhand smoke” or “Involuntary smoking” is a mixture of the smoke given off by the 
burning ends of a cigarette, pipe, cigar, bidis, and kreteks (sidestream smoke) and the smoke 
emitted at the mouthpiece and exhaled from the lungs of smokers (mainstream smoke). 

“Service Line” means any indoor line at which one (1) or more persons are waiting for or 
receiving services of any kind, whether or not the service involves the exchange of money. 

“Shopping Mall” means any enclosed walkway or hall area that serves to connect retail or 
professional establishments. 

“Smoking” means inhaling, exhaling, burning, or carrying any lighted cigar, cigarette, pipe, weed, 
hookah, or other lighted tobacco product in any manner or in any form. 

“Enclosed or Semi-Enclosed” “Sports Arena” or “Recreational Area” means any sports pavilion, 
stadium, gymnasium, health spa, boxing arena, swimming pool, roller and ice rink, bowling alley 
and other similar places where members of the general public assemble either to engage in 
physical exercise, or participate in athletic competition or recreational activity, to witness sports, 
cultural, recreational or other events. 
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Section 4 : Prohibition of Smoking in Public Places 

Smoking shall be prohibited in all enclosed public places and places of employment within the 
County of Cook, including without limitation the following places: 

1. Arcades. 

2. Aquariums, galleries, libraries, and museums. 

3. Bars/taverns, subject to Section 6 of this Ordinance . 

4. Bingo facilities. 

5. Bowling Alleys. 

6. Convention facilities. 

7. Facilities primarily used for exhibiting a motion picture, stage, drama, lecture, musical recital, 
or other similar performance. 

8. Health care facilities^ and adult day care facilities , - and - Hur s ing - hom es. 

9. Day care centers, nursery schools, elementary schools, high schools, community colleges, 
technical training establishments, specialty schools, colleges, and universities. 

10. Lobbies, hallways and other common areas in apartment buildings, condominiums and 
enclosed common areas in trailer parks. 

11. Polling places. 

12. Public Transportation under the authority of government agencies, including without 
limitation buses, trains, taxicabs, and limousines, and ticket boarding and waiting areas of public 
transit stations. 

13. Restaurants , including if applicabl e , a-R e staurant bar ar e a, subject to Section 6 of this 
Ordinance. 

14. Restrooms, lobbies, reception areas, hallways, and other enclosed common-use areas. 

15. Public elevators and all retail stores where merchandise is displayed and offered for sale. 

16. Rooms, chambers, places of meeting or public assembly, including without limitation school 
buildings, under the control of an agency, board, commission, committee or council or a political 
subdivision of the State, to the extent the place is subject to the jurisdiction of the County. 

17. Service lines. 

18. Shopping malls. 
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19. Sports arenas or recreational areas, including without limitation, enclosed places in outdoor 

areas. 

20. Grocery stores. 

21. Public meetings. 

22. Gymnasiums. 

23. Gaming facilities. 

24. Public and private school buildings. 

Section 5 : Reasonable Distance 

Smoking is prohibited within fifteen (15) feet of any entrance to an enclosed area in which smoking 
is prohibited. 

Section 6 : Where Smoking is not Regulated. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this Article to the contrary, the following areas shall be 
exempt from the provisions this Ordinance, provided smoking is not limited in such areas under 
the Illinois Clean Indoor Air Act. 

1. Private residences, except when used as a licensed childcare, adult care facility, health care 
facility, or a home-based business of any kind open to the public. 

2. Hotel and motel sleeping rooms that are rented to guests and are designated as smoking 
rooms provided, however, that not more than twenty-five percent (25%) of the rooms 
rented to guests in a hotel or motel may be so designated. 

3. Retail tobacco stores, provided that smoke from these places does not infiltrate into areas 
where smoking is prohibited under the provisions on any section of this Ordinance. 

4. Private clubs or lodges . 

5. Until July 1. 2008. any bar/tavern. On and alter July 1. 2008. all bars/taverns shall be 
subject to the provisions of this Ordinance. 

6. Until July 1. 2008. any restaurant bar area: provided, however, that smoking in a restaurant 
bar area shall only be permitted within fifteen feet of the bar. On and after July 1. 2008. all 
restaurant bar areas shall be subject to the provisions of this Ordinance. 

7. Any public place or place of employment otherwise subject to this Ordinance whose owner 
or operator can demonstrate, to the satisfaction of the departments of Cook County 
Government that such area has been equipped with air filtration or purification devises or 
similar technologies as to render the exposure to secondhand smoke in such area, 
notwithstanding the fact that smoking may be occurring in such area, equivalent to such 
exposure to secondhand smoke in the ambient outdoor air surrounding the establishment. 
The appropriate departments of Cook County Government will be authorized to promulgate 
regulations specifying what types of technologies, when and if available, and taking into 
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account any applicable Federal and/or State standards, satisfy the requirements of this 
paragraph . 

Section 7 : Declaration of Establishment as Non-smoking, 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this Ordinance, an owner operator, manager, or other 
person in control of an establishment, facility, or outdoor area may declare that entire 
establishment, facility, or outdoor area as a non-smoking place. 

Smoking shall be prohibited in any place in which a sign conforming to the requirements of this 
Ordinance is posted. 

Section 8 : Posting of Signs 

A. Every public place and place of employment where smoking is prohibited by this 
Ordinance shall have posted at every entrance a conspicuous sign clearly stating that 
smoking is prohibited. 

B. The operator, manager or other person having control of an area where smoking is 
prohibited by this Ordinance shall remove all ashtrays and other smoking paraphernalia 
intended for use where smoking is prohibited. 

Section 9 : Non-retaliation 

No person or employer shall discharge, refuse to hire, or in any manner retaliate against an 
employee, applicant for employment, or customer because that employee, applicant, or customer 
exercises any rights afforded by this Ordinance or reports or attempts to prosecute a violation of 
this Ordinance. 

Section 10 : Enforcement 

A. Any law enforcement agency and certified local public health department with 
jurisdiction shall be authorized to enforce this Ordinance within its jurisdiction. The 
certified local public health department is the Cook County Department of Public Health, 
except within those areas within Cook County which are served by another local health 
department certified by the Illinois Department of Public Health, in which case said 
certified local health department shall be authorized to enforce the Ordinance. 

B. Any citizen who desires to register a complaint under this Ordinance may file a complaint 
with the Cook County Department of Public Heath. If it does not have jurisdiction, the 
Cook County Department of Public Health shall transmit the complaint to the appropriate 
certified local health department. 

C. The Cook County Department of Public Health or designees shall, while an establishment 
is undergoing other public health inspections, inspect for compliance with this 
Ordinance. 

D. Any owner, manager, operator, or employee of an establishment regulated by this 
Ordinance shall inform persons violating this Ordinance of the appropriate provisions 
thereof. 
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E. In addition to the remedies provided by the provisions of this Ordinance, the applicable 
certified local health department or any person aggrieved by the failure of the owner, 
operator, manager of other person in control of a public place or a place of employment 
to comply with the provisions of this Section may apply for injunctive relief to enforce 
these provisions in any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Section 11: Violations and Penalties 

A. A person who smokes in an area where smoking is prohibited by this Ordinance shall 
be guilty of an infraction, punishable by a fine not more than one hundred dollars ($100). 

B. A person who owns, manages, operates, or otherwise controls a public place or place 
of employment and who fails to comply with the provisions of this Ordinance shall be 
guilty of an infraction, punishable by: 

1. A fine not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100) for the first violation. 

2. A fine not more than five hundred dollars ($500) for the second violation 
within one (1) year of the first violation. 

3. A fine not more than two thousand five hundred dollars ($2500) for each 
additional violation within one (1) year and a sixty (60) day suspension or 
revocation of any permit or license issued to the person for the premises on 
which the violation occurred. 

C. Each day on which a violation of this Ordinance occurs shall be considered a separate 
and distinct violation. 

D. Fines collected pursuant to this Ordinance will be deposited into a Special Fund 
created and maintained by the Cook County Treasurer. This Special Fund shall be 
utilized as directed by the Cook County Board of Commissioners for enforcement, public 
education purposes relating to the health hazards associated with smoking and for lung 
related illness programs. The Cook County Board of Commissioners may enter into 
intergovernmental agreements with local governmental entities to allow distribution of a 
portion of such Special Fund to such local governmental entities, for use in accordance 
with these purposes. 

Section 12 : Public Education 

The Cook County Department of Public Health within its jurisdiction shall engage in a continuing 
program to explain and clarify the purposes and requirements of this Ordinance to citizens affected 
by it, and to guide owners, operators, and managers in their compliance with it. Within their 
jurisdictions, local health departments certified by the Illinois Department of Public Health are 
authorized to provide the same continuing programs. 

Section 13 : Other Applicable Laws 

This Ordinance shall not be interpreted or be construed to permit smoking where it is otherwise 
restricted by other applicable laws. 

Section 14 : Severability 
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If any provision, clause, sentence or paragraph of this Ordinance or the application thereof to any 
person or circumstances shall be held invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, such invalidity 
shall not affect the other provisions of this Ordinance which can be given effect without the invalid 
provision or application, and to this end the provisions of this Ordinance are declared to be 
severable. 

Section 15: Applicability of this Ordinance 

This Ordinance shall apply to all areas within Cook County, Illinois except those areas which are 
governed by an ordinance of another governmental entity (which by law may not be superseded by 
this Ordinance). 

Section 16 : Effective Date 

This Ordinance shall take effect sixty days (60) days from its passage. 


Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Suffredin, moved to suspend the rules so that this 
matter may be considered. The motion carried unanimously. 

Commissioner Gorman, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved that the Proposed Ordinance 
Amendment be referred to the Committee on Health and Hospitals. The motion was withdrawn. 

Following discussion. Commissioner Gorman, seconded by Commissioner Murphy, moved to reconsider 
the Proposed Ordinance Amendment. The motion to reconsider carried unanimously. 

After further discussion, Commissioner Gorman, seconded by Commissioner Murphy, moved that the 
Proposed Ordinance Amendment be referred to the Committee on Health and Hospitals. (Comm. No. 
276745). The motion carried unanimously.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 
RACISM - A MORAL ISSUE 

WHEREAS, the Republican Party was formed in 1 854 to address the issue of slavery; and 
WHEREAS, the Republican Party viewed slavery as a moral issue; and 

WHEREAS, the Republican Party sponsored, introduced and passed the 13th Amendment to end slavery; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Republican Party sponsored, introduced and passed the 14th Amendment to give 
citizenship to African Americans; and 
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WHEREAS, the Republican Party sponsored, introduced and passed the 15th Amendment to give 
African Americans the right to vote; and

The following is a synopsis of the Proposed Resolution, 

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

Cook County Rubberized Asphalt Pilot Project 

WHEREAS, rubberized asphalt, also known as asphalt-rubber or A-R, is a blend of 
asphalt cement, reclaimed tire rubber, and certain additives, in which the rubber 
component is at least 15 percent by weight of the total blend; and 

WHEREAS, increased use of rubberized asphalt by local governments such as Cook 
County could have a transformative effect on the market for paving materials, given local 
governments’ status among the largest purchasers of goods and services in the United 
States; and 

WHEREAS, widespread use of rubberized asphalt by Cook County has the potential to 
save taxpayers money by reducing spending on road construction and repair over the long 
term. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT O RDAINED RESOLVED , by the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners, that the Highway Department is hereby directed to select a capital 
improvement project related to roads, parking lots, sidewalks, biking or walking paths, or 
other pedestrian or vehicular facilities, for a pilot project in which rubberized asphalt 
shall be used in place of conventional asphalt. Such project shall feature at least 2,000 
square feet of rubberized asphalt and a similarly sized patch of conventional asphalt, to 
enable comparisons. Such project shall be selected by the Highway Department within 6 
months of the passage of this resolution and completed within L2 18 months of the 
passage of this resolution. 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED RESOLVED , that the Highway Department report 
back to the Board no later than 3 months after completion of the project with an initial 
evaluation of the performance of rubberized asphalt and quarterly reports thereafter. 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED RESOLVED , that this Ordinance Resolution is 

hereby repealed 3 years after it is enacted into law.

Serji Amirkhanian, Ph.D., Professor, Clemson University, made a presentation regarding rubberized 
asphalt. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired what percentage of tires are now being burned or shredded. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied that approximately 60% of tires are now being burned. 

Commissioner Collins asked whether the initial high cost of this product is offset by long-term savings. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied in the affirmative. He stated that, in particular, rubberized asphalt lasts longer 
than regular asphalt, and that it requires less maintenance. Dr. Amirkhanian further stated that he has a 
report that addresses this issue and that he will share this report with any Commissioner who is interested 
in it. 

Chairman Hansen asked at what point in the life cycle of a given road the rubberized asphalt yields 
savings. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied that this varies from project to project. 

Chairman Hansen asked for an average estimate. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied that, on average, there is at least a 30% to 40% savings when rubberized asphalt 
is used. 

Commissioner Daley inquired whether rubberized asphalt has been used in cold-weather climates. 
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Dr. Amirkhanian replied that rubberized asphalt has been used for a number of years very successfully in 
Flagstaff Arizona, where the temperature ranges from minus 20 degrees to 110 degrees. He further stated 
that rubberized asphalt has been shown to work with salt and other chemicals as well. 

Commissioner Silvestri inquired whether rubberized asphalt can also be used for new roads. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied in the affirmative. He added that rubberized asphalt is usually used for older, 
very badly cracked roads. 

Commissioner Silvestri inquired whether a road’s asphalt base needs to be replaced. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied in the negative. 

Commissioner Silvestri inquired whether another layer needs to be added on top of the rubberized asphalt. 
Dr. Amirkhanian replied in the negative. 

Commissioner Silvestri inquired whether it is preferable to remove the base if the road is severely 
damaged. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied that sometimes it is best to do this, but not always. 

Chairman Hansen inquired whether the amount of friction increases when rubberized asphalt is used. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied that the friction level increases from 10% to 20%. 

Chairman Hansen inquired how rubberized asphalt impacts the life time of a vehicle’s tire. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied that, to date, this factor is unknown. 

Wally S. Kos, P.E., Superintendent of Highways, Highway Department, introduced his staff who will be 
working on this project: Cedric Leer, P.E, Construction Bureau Chief, Highway Department and Leon 
Tamaraz, Highway Engineer IV, Division Head, Materials and Testing, highway Department. 

Superintendent Kos stated that he supports a pilot program for implementing rubberized asphalt. The 
rubberized asphalt would be applied as thinly as possible to save cost. The pilots would be conducted in 
the northern part of the County as well as in Chicago. He inquired whether the extensive utility work and 
hand structures in the City would pose any problem in testing. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied in the negative. 

Commissioner Quigley suggested that Superintendent Kos and Dr. Amirkhanian meet after the meeting to 
discuss the technical aspects of utilizing rubberized asphalt for the County’s roads. 

Chairman Hansen inquired how many lanes will be tested. 

Superintendent Kos replied that the County will be testing approximately one-and-one-half to three miles 
of road, and that this road will have never been treated with rubberized asphalt, except for tiny cracks. 

Chairman Hansen requested a comparison of the costs of the existing asphalt and that of rubberized 
asphalt. 
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Commissioner Collins inquired whether the Highway Department has begun implementation of the pilot 
program. 

Superintendent Kos replied that the Highway Department has devoted some time to considering the 
option. 

Commissioner Quigley stated that Jim Stepp, President, Rubber Asphalt Solutions, would be meeting 
with Superintendent Kos after the meeting. 

Commissioner Quigley suggested that the Highway Department be given additional time in which to 
implement the pilot program. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Suffredin, moved to amend Comm No. 274784, 
deleting 12 months and inserting 18 months in its place. The motion carried. 

Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved the approval of 
Communication No. 274784, as amended. The motion carried.

COOK COUNTY RUBBERIZED ASPHALT PILOT PROJECT 

WHEREAS, rubberized asphalt, also known as asphalt-rubber or A-R, is a blend of asphalt cement, 
reclaimed tire rubber, and certain additives, in which the rubber component is at least 15 percent by 
weight of the total blend; and 

WHEREAS, rubberized asphalt is routinely used in paving projects in Arizona, California, and Texas, 
among other states; and 

WHEREAS, use of rubberized asphalt takes scrap tires out of the waste stream, alleviating the 
environmental and fiscal costs of tire disposal; and 

WHEREAS, every lane mile of roadway constructed with rubberized asphalt requires between 500 and 
2,000 used tires; and 
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WHEREAS, repaving just five percent of the nation’s roads each year with rubberized asphalt would 
remove all scrap tires from the waste stream; and 

WHEREAS, rubberized asphalt reduces highway noise by 60 percent compared to conventional asphalt, 
according to a study conducted by Sacramento County, California; and 

WHEREAS, rubberized asphalt is used successfully in cold climates, including the Sierra Nevada 
mountains in California and areas in Arizona at elevations exceeding 7,000 feet, where winter 
temperatures dip to -20 degrees Fahrenheit; and 

WHEREAS, increased use of rubberized asphalt by local governments such as Cook County could have 
a transformative effect on the market for paving materials, given local governments’ status among the 
largest purchasers of goods and services in the United States; and 

WHEREAS, rubberized asphalt is more durable and therefore more economical than conventional 
asphalt, with several recent studies confirming that rubberized asphalt has lower life-cycle costs; and 

WHEREAS, roads built with rubberized asphalt will last longer than conventionally-constructed roads, 
reducing the frequency with which traffic is disrupted by road reconstruction projects; and 

WHEREAS, a study by the Arizona Department of Transportation found that 10-year maintenance costs 
for rubberized asphalt were $500 per lane-mile, compared to $1,400 per lane-mile for conventional 
asphalt; and 

WHEREAS, widespread use of rubberized asphalt by Cook County has the potential to save taxpayers 
money by reducing spending on road construction and repair over the long term. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, that the Highway Department is hereby directed to select a capital improvement project 
related to roads, parking lots, sidewalks, biking or walking paths, or other pedestrian or vehicular 
facilities, for a pilot project in which rubberized asphalt shall be used in place of conventional asphalt. 
Such project shall feature at least 2,000 square feet of rubberized asphalt and a similarly sized patch of 
conventional asphalt, to enable comparisons. Such project shall be selected by the Highway Department 
within 6 months of the passage of this Resolution and completed within L2 18 months of the passage of 
this Resolution; and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED RESOLVED , that the Highway Department report back to the Board 
no later than 3 months after completion of the project with an initial evaluation of the performance of 
rubberized asphalt and quarterly reports thereafter; and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED RESOLVED , that this Ordinanc e Resolution is hereby repealed 3 
years after it is enacted into law.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

DISPLACED BUILDING SERVICE WORKERS PROTECTION ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 7, 
Section 6a of the Illinois Constitution of 1970 with power to regulate those matters which 
pertain to its government and affairs;

Serji Amirkhanian, Ph.D., Professor, Clemson University, made a presentation regarding rubberized 
asphalt. 

Chairman Quigley inquired what percentage of tires are now being burned or shredded. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied that approximately 60% of tires are now being burned. 

Commissioner Collins asked whether the initial high cost of this product is offset by long-term savings. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied in the affirmative. He stated that, in particular, rubberized asphalt lasts longer 
than regular asphalt, and that it requires less maintenance. Dr. Amirkhanian further stated that he has a 
report that addresses this issue and that he will share this report with any Commissioner who is interested 
in it. 

Commissioner Hansen asked at what point in the life cycle of a given road the rubberized asphalt yields 
savings. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied that this varies from project to project. 

Commissioner Hansen asked for an average estimate. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied that, on average, there is at least a 30% to 40% savings when rubberized asphalt 
is used. 
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Commissioner Daley inquired whether rubberized asphalt has been used in cold-weather climates. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied that rubberized asphalt has been used for a number of years very successfully in 
Flagstaff, Arizona, where the temperature ranges from minus 20 degrees to 110 degrees. He further 
stated that rubberized asphalt has been shown to work with salt and other chemicals as well. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri inquired whether rubberized asphalt can also be used for new roads. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied in the affirmative. He added that rubberized asphalt is usually used for older, 
very badly cracked roads. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri inquired whether a road’s asphalt base needs to be replaced. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied in the negative. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri inquired whether another layer needs to be added on top of the rubberized 
asphalt. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied in the negative. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri inquired whether it is preferable to remove the base if the road is severely 
damaged. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied that sometimes it is best to do this, but not always. 

Commissioner Hansen inquired whether the amount of friction increases when rubberized asphalt is used. 
Dr. Amirkhanian replied that the friction level increases from 10% to 20%. 

Commissioner Hansen inquired how rubberized asphalt impacts the life time of a vehicle’s tire. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied that, to date, this factor is unknown. 

Wally S. Kos, P.E., Superintendent of Highways, Highway Department, introduced his staff who will be 
working on this project: Cedric Leer, P.E, Construction Bureau Chief, Highway Department and Leon 
Tamaraz, Highway Engineer IV, Division Head, Materials and Testing, Highway Department. 

Superintendent Kos stated that he supports a pilot program for implementing rubberized asphalt. The 
pilots would be conducted in the northern part of the County as well as in Chicago. He inquired whether 
the extensive utility work and hand structures in the City would pose any problem in testing. 

Dr. Amirkhanian replied in the negative. 

Chairman Quigley suggested that Superintendent Kos and Dr. Amirkhanian meet after the meeting to 
discuss the technical aspects of utilizing rubberized asphalt for the County’s roads. 

Commissioner Hansen inquired how many lanes will be tested. 

Superintendent Kos replied that the County will be testing approximately one-and-one-half to three miles 
of road, and that this road will have never been treated with rubberized asphalt, except for tiny cracks. 
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Commissioner Hansen requested a comparison of the costs of the existing asphalt and that of rubberized 
asphalt. 

Commissioner Collins inquired whether the Highway Department has begun implementation of the pilot 
program. 

Superintendent Kos replied that the Highway Department has devoted some time to considering the 
option.

WHEREAS, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency classifies secondhand smoke as 
a “Class A Carcinogen”; and 

WHEREAS, secondhand smoke is the third leading cause of preventable death in 
America and causes cancer, stroke, heart disease, SIDS and asthma; and 

WHEREAS, employees who work in smoke-filled businesses suffer a 25-50% higher 
risk of heart attack and higher rates of death from cardiovascular disease and cancer, as 
well as increased acute respiratory disease and measurable decrease in lung function; and 

WHEREAS, limiting the exposure to secondhand smoke will result in considerable 
savings to taxpayers through the reduction of direct and indirect medical costs to County 
employees and taxpayers utilizing County health facilities; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners finds and declares that the 
purposes of this Ordinance are (1) to protect the public health and welfare by prohibiting 
smoking in all public places and places of employment, and (2) the guarantee the right of 
nonsmokers to breathe smoke-free air which shall have priority over the desire to smoke.

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Dr. Martin stated that he was pleased to testify on behalf of the Cook County Clean Indoor Air Ordinance. 
Second-hand smoke kills an estimated 65,000 people nationally each year; in Illinois eight people die 
each day from exposure to second-hand smoke. In the United States about 90% of lung cancer deaths in 
men and about 80% of lung cancer deaths in women are due to smoking. The benefits of the Cook 
County Clean Indoor Air Ordinance are that fewer people will be exposed to second-hand smoke and 
more people may stop smoking. The Ordinance enforces the same protection to the unincorporated 
residents of Cook County that the City of Chicago and the Village of Skokie have provided for their 
residents.

PROPOSED SUBSTITUTE ORDINANCE 

SMOKING POLICY FOR COOK COUNTY FACILITIES ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, in 1988, the City of Chicago enacted the “Clean Indoor Air Ordinance” that 
requires all employers located within Chicago to enact a smoking policy; and 

WHEREAS, on August 22, 1988, in response to the City of Chicago Ordinance, the

WHEREAS, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency classifies secondhand smoke as 
a “Class A Carcinogen”; and 

WHEREAS, secondhand smoke is the third leading cause of preventable death in 
America and causes cancer, stroke, and heart disease, and has also been linked to Sudden 
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Infant Death Syndrome (SIDS) and the exacerbation of asthma symptoms, including 
triggering asthmas attacks; and 

WHEREAS, there is no known safe level of exposure to secondhand smoke; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Surgeon General has determined that the simple separation of

WHEREAS, ASHRAE (American Society of Heating, Refrigerating and Air 
Conditioning Engineers) bases its ventilation standards on totally smoke-free 
environments because it cannot determine a safe level of exposure to secondhand smoke, 
which contains cancer-causing chemicals, and ASHRAE acknowledges that the 
technology does not exist that can remove chemicals from the air that cause cancer; and 

WHEREAS, persons conducting business in any enclosed facility or any portion 
thereof, owned or operated by the County (“County Facility” or “County Facilities”) 
should not be required to subject themselves to smoke in order to conduct business in 
those County Facilities; and 

WHEREAS, employees who work in smoke-filled businesses suffer a 25-50% higher 
risk of heart attack and higher rates of death from cardiovascular disease and cancer, as 
well as increased acute respiratory disease and measurable decrease in lung function; and 

WHEREAS, in response to the risks associated with smoking, the Sheriff of Cook 
County has banned smoking throughout the Department of Corrections; and 

WHEREAS, providing a healthful and safe work place for all employees and member of 
the public using County Facilities should be given priority over providing a convenient 
place for persons to smoke; and 

WHEREAS, both the “Chicago Clean Indoor Air Ordinance of 2005” and the “Illinois 
Clean Indoor Air Act” permit the banning of smoking in enclosed public places and 
places of employment.

CONVERTING BETHANY HOSPITAL TO A LONG - TERM HEALTH FACILITY 
(PROPOSED RESOLUTION). Submitting a Proposed Resolution sponsored by Roberto 
Maldonado, County Commissioner. 

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, Bethany Hospital has been serving Chicago’s West Side for over 85 years 
as a full service community hospital; and 

WHEREAS, the West Side has Chicago’s largest proportion of medically needy 
residents as well as the highest concentration of “working poor,” people earning between 
100% and 200% of the federal poverty level, who are least likely to have either public or 
private health insurance; and 

WHEREAS, according to the Sinai Urban Health Institute, neighborhoods in the 
Bethany service area face a host of serious health challenges, including rates of asthma, 
diabetes, depression, and obesity dramatically higher than the national and Chicago 
averages; and 

WHEREAS, despite the growing need for general acute care services in Chicago’s West 
Side, Advocate Health Care Network, Chicago’s largest private nonprofit hospital system 
and Bethany’s corporate owner, recently announced plans to convert Bethany Hospital 
from a general acute care facility to a long-term care facility; and 

WHEREAS, Advocate’s conversion plan would eliminate a wide range of health care 
services including emergency, obstetrics/gynecology, intensive care, mental health, and 
other crucial services for the poor and underserved West Side residents; and 

WHEREAS, since the majority of Bethany’s 67,000 patients lack private health 
insurance, these patients will likely seek care at Cook County’s Stroger Hospital, and 
other area hospitals already struggling to deal with the area’s large uninsured and 
Medicaid populations; and 

WHEREAS, prior to the conversion plan, Advocate allowed the Cook County Bureau of 
Health Services to use space in Bethany Hospital free of charge to operate a walk-in 
clinic that served 15,000 patients each year, and it now intends to charge Cook County 
between $200,000 and $300,000 annually to use the same space; and 

WHEREAS, as a religiously-sponsored, nonprofit health care provider that has long 
enjoyed substantial public subsidies in the form of generous tax breaks and other benefits, 
Advocate has a responsibility, both legal and moral, to continue to help meet the West 
Side’s health needs. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that we, the President and the Members of 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners encourage Advocate Health Care Network to 
follow applicable laws and regulations with regard to converting Bethany Hospital to a 
long-term care facility, including obtaining all necessary permits and holding all 
necessary public hearings before it discontinues any services at Bethany Hospital; and 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Bureau of Health Services 
prepare a report assessing the potential fiscal and health impact of absorbing many of the 
former patients from Bethany Hospital into our public health system as well as the fiscal 
impact of operating the Bethany clinic on a rental basis, present those findings to the 
Cook County Board, and make the report available to the public. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Health and Hospitals Committee hold public 
hearings to determine the overall health and community impact of converting Bethany 
Hospital to a long-term care facility.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS: 

Section 1: Prohibition of Smoking in County Facilities 

Smoking by inhaling, exhaling, burning or carrying any lighted cigarette, cigar, pipe or other lighted 
tobacco product in any other form (“smoking”) is not permitted in any areas of any County Facility, 
including, without limitation, those County Facilities housing administrative offices, courthouses, 
detention facilities or jails. This ban on smoking applies to all public areas of Cook County Facilities as 
well as all areas used only by County employees or officials, including without limitation individual 
offices. 

Section 2: Prohibition of Smoking in County Vehicles 

Smoking is prohibited in all vehicles owned or leased by the County of Cook. 

Section 3: Reasonable Distance 

Smoking is prohibited within 15 feet of an enclosed area of any County Facility, so as to prohibit 
congestion at exits that could constitute a fire hazard in the event of an emergency evacuation of the 
County Facility. However, if the County operates County Facilities within buildings owned by third 
parties and the County’s use in those buildings is not exclusive, this Section 3 shall apply only insofar as 
it restricts the conduct of County employees. 

Section 4: Implementation 

All appropriate County representatives, including the Director of Facilities Management and the Chief 
Administrative Officer, and all elected officials shall implement the foregoing policy. 

Section 5: Effect of Ordinance 
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This Ordinance supersedes and replaces any and all earlier resolutions and ordinances pertaining to the 
subject of a smoking policy for County Facilities. It is intended for this Ordinance to apply to County 
Facilities. However, to the extent that any provision of this Ordinance is less restrictive in regulating 
smoking than another ordinance, the more restrictive provision shall apply. This ordinance shall take 
effect immediately upon passage.

COOK COUNTY CLEAN INDOOR AIR ORDINANCE 
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WHEREAS, secondhand smoke contains over 4,000 chemical compounds, of which 200 are known 
poisons including carbon monoxide, arsenic, cyanide, benzene and formaldehyde; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency classifies secondhand smoke as a “Class A 
Carcinogen”; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Center for Disease Control (CDC) estimates that 3,000 lung cancer deaths and 
more than 35,000 coronary heart disease deaths occur annually among adult nonsmokers in the United 
States as a result of exposure to secondhand smoke; and 

WHEREAS, secondhand smoke is the third leading cause of preventable death in the U.S. and causes 
cancer, stroke, and heart disease, and has also been linked to Sudden Infant Death Syndrome (SIDS) and 
exacerbation of asthma symptoms, including triggering asthmas attacks; and 

WHEREAS, employees who work in smoke-filled businesses suffer a 25-50% higher risk of heart attack 
and higher rates of death from cardiovascular disease and cancer, as well as increased acute respiratory 
disease and measurable decrease in lung function; and 

WHEREAS, the American with Disabilities Act, which requires that disabled persons have access to 
public places and workplaces, deems impaired respiratory function to be a disability; and 

WHEREAS, there is no known safe level of exposure to secondhand smoke; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Surgeon General has determined that the simple separation of smokers and 
nonsmokers within the same air space may reduce, but does not eliminate, the exposure of nonsmokers to 
secondhand smoke; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency has determined that secondhand smoke cannot 
be reduced to safe levels in businesses by high rates of ventilation; and 

WHEREAS, air cleaners, which are only capable of filtering the particulate matter and odors in smoke, 
do not eliminate the known toxins in secondhand smoke; and 

WHEREAS, ASHRAE (American Society of Heating, Refrigerating and Air Conditioning Engineers) 
bases its ventilation standards on totally smoke-free environments because it cannot determine a safe level 
of exposure to secondhand smoke, which contains cancer-causing chemicals, and ASHRAE 
acknowledges that the technology does not exist that can remove chemicals from the air that cause cancer; 
and 

WHEREAS, exposure to secondhand smoke costs the nation $5 billion in direct medical costs and $5 
billion in indirect medical costs annually; and 

WHEREAS, limiting the exposure to secondhand smoke will result in considerable savings to taxpayers 
through the reduction of direct and indirect medical costs for Cook County employees and taxpayers 
utilizing Cook County health facilities; and 

WHEREAS, the states of California, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Utah, Vermont, Idaho, Connecticut, 
South Dakota, Maine, Delaware, Florida, New Jersey and Washington adopted protective clean indoor air 
laws that eliminate workers’, patrons’, and visitors’ exposure to secondhand smoke; and 
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WHEREAS, since 2002, ninety independent studies have concluded that there is either no economic 
impact or there is a positive economic impact after the implementation of smoke-free restaurant/bar laws 
and laws banning smoking in the workplace; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners finds and declares that the purposes of this 
Ordinance are (1) to protect the public health and welfare by prohibiting smoking in all public places and 
places of employment; and (2) to guarantee the right of nonsmokers to breathe smoke-free air which shall 
have priority over the desire to smoke. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS: 


Section 1: Title 

This Ordinance shall be known as the Cook County Clean Indoor Air Ordinance. 

Section 2: Interpretation with Other Laws 

Nothing in this Ordinance supersedes any existing elimination of smoking that is already covered 
by fire code restrictions. 


Section 3: Definitions 

The following words and phrases, wherein used in this Ordinance, shall have the following 
meanings: 

“Arcade” means a place of amusement, which contains four or more automatic amusement 
devices and is not licensed to serve alcoholic liquor. 

“Bar/Tavern” means an establishment that is devoted to the serving of alcoholic beverages for 
consumption by guests and patrons on the premises and does not have an on-site kitchen to prepare food. 
Food service is limited to providing snack items or commercially prepared or wrapped foods that require 
no preparation. 

“Business” means any sole proprietorship, partnership, joint venture, corporation, limited liability 
company or other business entity formed for profit-making purposes, including without limitation retail 
establishments where goods or services are sold as well as professional corporations and other entities 
where legal, medical, dental, engineering, architectural, or other professional services are delivered. 

“Employee” means any person who is employed by an employer in consideration for direct or 
indirect monetary wages or profit and a person who volunteers his or her services for a non-profit entity. 

“Employer” means any person, business, partnership, association, corporation, including without 
limitation a municipal corporation, trust, or non-profit entity that employs the services of one or more 
individual persons. 

“Enclosed Area” means all space between a floor and ceiling that is enclosed or semi-enclosed 
with (i) solid walls or windows (exclusive of doorways), which extend from the floor to the ceiling, or 
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(ii) solid walls with half wall partition and no windows (exclusive of doorways) without limitation to 
lobbies and corridors. 

‘"Health-Care Facility” means any office or institution providing medical care or treatment of 
diseases, whether physical, mental, or emotional, or other medical, physiological, or psychological 
conditions, including without limitation hospitals, clinics, nur si ng hom es , homes for the aging or 
chronically ill, laboratories, and offices of surgeons, chiropractors, physical therapists, physicians, 
dentists and all specialists within these professions. The definition shall include all waiting rooms, 
hallways, private rooms, semiprivate rooms, and wards within health care facilities. 

“Place of Employment” means any enclosed area under the control of a public or private 
employer that employees frequent during the course of employment, including without limitation work 
areas, employee lounges, restrooms, conference rooms, classrooms, employee cafeterias, hallways and 
vehicles. A private residence is not a “Place of Employment” unless it is used as a childcare, adult day 
care, health care facility, or home-based business of any kind open to the public. 

“Public Place” means any enclosed area to which the public is invited or in which the public is 
permitted, including without limitation banks, educational facilities, government buildings, health care 
facilities, laundromats, museums, public transportation facilities, reception areas, restaurants, 
bars/taverns, retail food production and marketing establishments, retail service establishments, retail 
stores, shopping malls, sports arenas, theaters, and waiting rooms. A private residence is not a “Public 
Place” unless it is used as a childcare, adult daycare, health care facility, or home-based business of any 
kind open to the public. 

“Private Club” or "lodge” means any not-for-profil association that: (i) has been in active and 
continuous existence for at least three years: and (ii) has a membership roll of more than 50 bona fide 
members who pay membership dues on an annual or other periodic basis. For purposes of this section 
“bona fide members” do not include members who pay membership dies at the time of an amusement 
produced, presented or conducted by the club or lodge or in conjunction with contracting for production, 
presentation or conduct of an amusement, by the club, as a condition to entering the premises where the 
amusement is produced, presented or conducted. 

“Private Function” means a gathering of persons for the purpose of deliberation, education, 
instruction, entertainment, amusement or dining where membership or specific invitation is a prerequisite 
to entry and where the event is not intended to be open to the public. 

“Restaurant” means an eating establishment, including without limitation coffee shops, cafeterias, 
sandwich shops, and private and public school cafeterias that gives or offers for sale, food to the public, 
guests or employees, as well as kitchens and catering facilities in which food is prepared on the premises 
for serving elsewhere. The term “Restaurant” shall include , if applicabl e , on attach e d bar/tav e rn a 
restaurant bar area . 

“Restaurant bar area” means an area of a restaurant that is primarily devoted to the serving of 
alcoholic liquor. 

“Retail Tobacco Store” means any retail store utilized primarily for the sale of tobacco products 
and accessories and in which the sale of other products is merely incidental and where no one under 18 is 
permitted. 
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“Secondhand smoke” or “Involuntary smoking” is a mixture of the smoke given off by the 
burning ends of a cigarette, pipe, cigar, bidis, and kreteks (sidestream smoke) and the smoke emitted at 
the mouthpiece and exhaled from the lungs of smokers (mainstream smoke). 

“Service Line” means any indoor line at which one (1) or more persons are waiting for or 
receiving services of any kind, whether or not the service involves the exchange of money. 

“Shopping Mall” means any enclosed walkway or hall area that serves to connect retail or 
professional establishments. 

“Smoking” means inhaling, exhaling, burning, or carrying any lighted cigar, cigarette, pipe, 
weed, hookah, or other lighted tobacco product in any manner or in any form. 

“Enclosed or Seini-Enclosed” “Sports Arena” or “Recreational Area” means any sports pavilion, 
stadium, gymnasium, health spa, boxing arena, swimming pool, roller and ice rink, bowling alley and 
other similar places where members of the general public assemble either to engage in physical exercise, 
or participate in athletic competition or recreational activity, to witness sports, cultural, recreational or 
other events. 

Section 4: Prohibition of Smoking in Public Places 

Smoking shall be prohibited in all enclosed public places and places of employment within the 
County of Cook, including without limitation the following places: 

1. Arcades. 

2. Aquariums, galleries, libraries, and museums. 

3. Bars/tavems. 

4. Bingo facilities. 

5. Bowling Alleys. 

6. Convention facilities. 

7. Facilities primarily used for exhibiting a motion picture, stage, drama, lecture, musical 
recital, or other similar performance. 

8. Health care facilities^ and adult day care facilities r m ^d- mtf s mg -h t>in es. 

9. Day care centers, nursery schools, elementary schools, high schools, community colleges, 
technical training establishments, specialty schools, colleges, and universities. 

10. Lobbies, hallways and other common areas in apartment buildings, condominiums and 
enclosed common areas in trailer parks. 

11. Polling places. 
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12. Public Transportation under the authority of government agencies, including without 
limitation buses, trains, taxicabs, and limousines, and ticket boarding and waiting areas of 
public transit stations. 

13. Restaurants, including if applicable, a Restaurant bar area. 

14. Restrooms, lobbies, reception areas, hallways, and other enclosed common-use areas. 

15. Public elevators and all retail stores where merchandise is displayed and offered for sale. 

16. Rooms, chambers, places of meeting or public assembly, including without limitation 
school buildings, under the control of an agency, board, commission, committee or council 
or a political subdivision of the State, to the extent the place is subject to the jurisdiction of 
the County. 

17. Service lines. 

18. Shopping malls. 

19. Sports arenas or recreational areas, including without limitation, enclosed places in outdoor 
areas. 

20. Grocery stores. 

21. Public meetings. 

22. Gymnasiums. 

23. Gov e r nme nt v e hicl e s us e d for County bu s in ess s uch a s maint e nanc e truck s or fl eet 
v e hicl es . 

23 24. Gaming facilities 

24 2#. Public and private school buildings 

Section 5: Reasonable Distance 

Smoking is prohibited within fifteen (15) feet of any entrance to an enclosed area in which 
smoking is prohibited. 


Section 6: Where Smoking is not Regulated 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this Article to the contrary, the following areas shall be 
exempt from the provisions of this Ordinance, provided smoking is not limited in such areas under the 
Illinois Clean Indoor Air Act. 

8. Private residences, except when used as a licensed childcare, adult care facility, health care 
facility, or a home-based business of any kind open to the public. 
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9. Hotel and motel sleeping rooms that are rented to guests and are designated as smoking 
rooms provided, however, that not more than twenty-five percent (25%) of the rooms rented 
to guests in a hotel or motel may be so designated. 

10. Private and semi-private rooms in nursing homes and, long-term care fac ilities that are 
occupied by one or more persons, all of whom are smokers and have requeste d in writin g to 
be placed or to remain, as the case may be, in a room where smoking is permitted. 

11. Private clubs or lodges. 


Section 7: Declaration of Establishment as Non-smoking 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this Ordinance, an owner, operator, manager, or other 
person in control of an establishment, facility, or outdoor area may declare that entire establishment, 
facility, or outdoor area as a non-smoking place. 

Smoking shall be prohibited in any place in which a sign conforming to the requirements of this 
Ordinance is posted. 


Section 8: Posting of Signs 

A. Every public place and place of employment where smoking is prohibited by this 
Ordinance shall have posted at every entrance a conspicuous sign clearly stating that smoking is 
prohibited. 

B. The operator, manager or other person having control of an area where smoking is 
prohibited by this Ordinance shall remove all ashtrays and other smoking paraphernalia intended 
for use where smoking is prohibited. 

Section 9: Non-retaliation 

No person or employer shall discharge, refuse to hire, or in any manner retaliate against an 
employee, applicant for employment, or customer because that employee, applicant, or customer 
exercises any rights afforded by this Ordinance or reports or attempts to prosecute a violation of this 
Ordinance. 


Section 10: Enforcement 

A, Any law enforcement agency and certified local public health department with jurisdiction shall 
be authorized to enforce this Ordinance within its jurisdiction. The certified local public health 
department is the Cook County Department of Public Health, except within those areas within 
Cook County which are served by another local health department certified by the Illinois 
Department of Public Health, in which case said certified local health department shall be 
authorized to enforce the Ordinance. 

B. Any citizen who desires to register a complaint under this Ordinance may file a complaint with 
the Cook County Department of Public Heath. If it does not have jurisdiction, the Cook County 
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Department of Public Health shall transmit the complaint to the appropriate certified local health 
department. 

C. The Cook County Department of Public Health or designees shall, while an establishment is 
undergoing other public health inspections, inspect for compliance with this Ordinance. 

D. Any owner, manager, operator, or employee of an establishment regulated by this Ordinance shall 
inform persons violating this Ordinance of the appropriate provisions thereof. 

E. In addition to the remedies provided by the provisions of this Ordinance, the applicable certified 
local health department or any person aggrieved by the failure of the owner, operator, manager of 
other person in control of a public place or a place of employment to comply with the provisions 
of this Section may apply for injunctive relief to enforce these provisions in any court of 
competent jurisdiction. 


Section 11: Violations and Penalties 

A. A person who smokes in an area where smoking is prohibited by this Ordinance shall be guilty of 
an infraction, punishable by a fine not more than one hundred dollars ($100). 

B. A person who owns, manages, operates, or otherwise controls a public place or place of 
employment and who fails to comply with the provisions of this Ordinance shall be guilty of an 
infraction, punishable by: 

1. A fine not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100) for the first violation. 

2. A fine not more than five hundred dollars ($500) for the second violation within one (1) year 
of the first violation. 

3. A fine not more than two thousand five hundred dollars ($2500) for each additional violation 
within one (1) year and a sixty (60) day suspension or revocation of any permit or license 
issued to the person for the premises on which the violation occurred. 

C. Each day on which a violation of this Ordinance occurs shall be considered a separate and 
distinct violation.

D. _ Fines collected pursuant to this Ordinance will be deposited into a Special Fund created and 

maintained by the Cook County Treasurer. This Special Fund shall be utilized as directed by the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners for enforcement, public education purposes relating to the 
health hazards associated with smoking and for lung related illness programs. The Cook County 
Board of Commissioners may enter into intergovernmental agreements with local governmental 
entities to allow distribution of a portion of such Special Fund to such local uovcrnniental 
entities, for use in accordance with these purposes. 


Section 12: Public Education 
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The Cook County Department of Public Health within its jurisdiction shall engage in a continuing 
program to explain and clarify the purposes and requirements of this Ordinance to citizens affected by it, 
and to guide owners, operators, and managers in their compliance with it. Within their jurisdictions, local 
health departments certified by the Illinois Department of Public Health are authorized to provide the 
same continuing programs. 


Section 13: Other Applicable Laws 

This Ordinance shall not be interpreted or be construed to permit smoking where it is otherwise 
restricted by other applicable laws. 


Section 14: Severability 

If any provision, clause, sentence or paragraph of this Ordinance or the application thereof to any 
person or circumstances shall be held invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall 
not affect the other provisions of this Ordinance which can be given effect without the invalid provision 
or application, and to this end the provisions of this Ordinance are declared to be severable. 


Section 15: Applicability of this Ordinance 

This Ordinance shall apply to all areas within Cook County, Illinois except those areas which are 
governed by an ordinance of another governmental entity (which by law may not be superseded by this 
Ordinance). 


Section 16: Effective Date 

This Ordinance shall take effect s ixty (60) day s- three hundred sixty five (3651 days from its 

passage.

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WHEREAS, Bethany Hospital has been serving Chicago’s West Side for over 85 years as a full service 
community hospital; and 

WHEREAS, the West Side has Chicago’s largest proportion of medically needy residents as well as the 
highest concentration of “working poor,” people earning between 100% and 200% of the federal poverty 
level, who are least likely to have either public or private health insurance; and 

WHEREAS, according to the Sinai Urban Health Institute, neighborhoods in the Bethany service area 
face a host of serious health challenges, including rates of asthma, diabetes, depression, and obesity 
dramatically higher than the national and Chicago averages; and 

WHEREAS, despite the growing need for general acute care services in Chicago’s West Side, Advocate 
Health Care Network, Chicago’s largest private nonprofit hospital system and Bethany’s corporate owner, 
recently announced plans to convert Bethany Hospital from a general acute care facility to a long-tenn 
care facility; and 

WHEREAS, Advocate’s conversion plan would eliminate a wide range of health care services including 
emergency, obstetrics/gynecology, intensive care, mental health, and other crucial services for the poor 
and underserved West Side residents; and 

WHEREAS, since the majority of Bethany’s 67,000 patients lack private health insurance, these patients 
will likely seek care at Cook County’s Stroger Hospital, and other area hospitals already struggling to 
deal with the area’s large uninsured and Medicaid populations; and 

WHEREAS, prior to the conversion plan, Advocate allowed the Cook County Bureau of Health Services 
to use space in Bethany Hospital free of charge to operate a walk-in clinic that served 15,000 patients 
each year, and it now intends to charge Cook County between $200,000 and $300,000 annually to use the 
same space; and 

WHEREAS, as a religiously-sponsored, nonprofit health care provider that has long enjoyed substantial 
public subsidies in the form of generous tax breaks and other benefits, Advocate has a responsibility, both 
legal and moral, to continue to help meet the West Side’s health needs. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that we, the President and the Members of the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners encourage Advocate Health Care Network to follow applicable laws and 
regulations with regard to converting Bethany Hospital to a long-term care facility, including obtaining all 
necessary pennits and holding all necessary public hearings before it discontinues any services at Bethany 
Hospital; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Bureau of Health Services prepare a report 
assessing the potential fiscal and health impact of absorbing many of the former patients from Bethany 
Hospital into our public health system as well as the fiscal impact of operating the Bethany clinic on a 
rental basis, present those findings to the Cook County Board, and make the report available to the public; 
and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Committee on Health and Hospitals hold public hearings to 
determine the overall health and community impact of converting Bethany Hospital to a long-term care 
facility.

DISPLACED BUILDING SERVICE WORKERS PROTECTION ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 7, Section 6a of 
the Illinois Constitution of 1970 with power to regulate those matters which pertain to its government and 
affairs; and 

WHEREAS, as part of their findings w -the-i nv e stigation of di e fire at 69 W. Washington, the Mikva 
Commission vocalized the need for coordinated and uniform evacuation policies in event of an 
emergency; and 

WHEREAS, the federal government encourages increased awareness by personnel working in office and 
industrial buildings in order to combat potential terrorist activity; and 

WHEREAS, building service workers are trained and knowledgeable in building safety procedures and 
are alert to any suspicious activity which they may encounter in the performance of their jobs; and 

WHEREAS, a period of review and retention before a successor employer can terminate a position 
ensures that the safety of building occupants will not be compromised during the transitory phase of 
building service contracts; and 

WHEREAS, nothing in this Ordinance abrogates a successor employer’s rights to discharge an employee 
for “cause” or conduct employee background checks. 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED by the People of the County of Cook, Illinois, represented by 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners: 

Section 1: Title. This Ordinance may be cited as the Displaced Building Service Workers Protection 
Ordinance. 

Section 2: Definitions. In this Ordinance: 

"Buildinn” means a structure, or part (hereof, enclosinu any occupancy including residential, institutional, 
assembly, business, mercantile, industrial, storage, hazardous and miscellaneous uses. When separated by fire 
walls, each unit so separated shall be deemed a separate build in a. 

"Building service" means work performed in connection with the care or maintenance of an existing 
building and includes, but is not limited to, work performed by a watchman, security officer, door staff, 
building cleaner, maintenance technician, handyman, janitor, elevator operator, window cleaner, building 
engineer and groundskeeper. 

"Building service contract" means a contract let to any covered employer for the furnishing of building 
services and includes any subcontract for such services. 
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"Building service contractor" means any person who enters into a building service contract. 

"Building service employee" means any person employed as a building service employee by a covered 
employer who has been regularly assigned to a building on a full or part-time basis for at least 25 days 
immediately preceding any transition in employment subject to this Section except for (i) persons who are 
managerial, supervisory, or confidential employees, provided that this exemption shall not apply to building 
engineers for existing properties, (ii) persons earning in excess of $25 per hour from a covered employer, and 
(iii) persons regularly scheduled to work fewer than 6 hours per week at a building. 

"County of Cook" means any city, township, administration, department, division, bureau, board or 
commission, or a corporation, institution, or agency of government, the expenses of which are paid in whole 
or in part from the County treasury. 

"Covered employer" means any person who owns or manages real property, either on its own behalf or for 
another person, or any person who contracts or subcontracts with an owner or manager of real property within 
the County of Cook for real estate, including, but not limited to, housing cooperatives, condominium 
associations, building managing agents, and any building service contractor provided, however, that the 
requirements of this Ordinance shall not apply to (i) residential buildings under 50 units, (ii) commercial 
office, institutional, or retail buildings of less than 75,000 square feet, (iii) any building owned by any 
government entity, or (iv) any building that is owned or operated by a hospital or hospital affiliate as defined 
in the Hospital Licensing Ordinance. 

"Person" means any individual, proprietorship, partnership, joint venture, corporation, limited liability 
company, trust, association, or other entity that may employ persons or enter into service contracts, but shall 
not include the City of Chicago, the County of Cook, and the federal government or any other entity, or any 
individual or entity managing real property for a governmental entity. 

"Successor employer" means a covered employer that (i) has been awarded a building service contract to 
provide, in whole or in part, building services that are substantially similar to those provided under a service 
contract that has recently been terminated, or (ii) has purchased or acquired control of property in which 
building service employees were employed. 

Section 3: Protection for building service employees. 

(a) No less than 25 calendar days before terminating any building service contract, any covered employer 
shall request the tenninated contractor to provide the successor employer and any collective bargaining 
representative of any of the affected employees where there is a collective bargained contract for the site, a 
full and accurate list containing the name, address, date of hire, and employment occupation classification of 
each building service employee employed on the notice date at the site or sites covered by the terminated 
contract. 

(b) No less than 25 calendar days before transferring a controlling interest in any covered building in which 
building service employees are employed, any covered employer shall provide to the successor employer and 
any collective bargaining representative of any of the affected employees where there is a collective bargained 
contract for the site, a full and accurate list containing the name, address, date of hire, and employment 
occupation classification of each building service employee currently employed at the site or sites covered by 
the transfer of controlling interest. 

(c) Any covered employer shall provide to the successor employer and any collective bargaining 
representative of any of the affected employees where there is a collective bargained contract for the site, a 
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full and accurate list containing the name, address, date of hire, and employment occupation classification of 
each building service employee currently employed at the site or sites covered by the terminated building 
service contract no more than 7 calendar days after notice that its building service contract has been 
terminated. 

(d) When providing the notice required under this Section, each covered employer shall ensure that a notice 
to building service employees is posted setting forth the rights provided under this Section and which includes 
a copy of the list provided under the proc ee d ing preceding Sections, and that such notice is also provided to 
the employees' collective bargaining representative where there is a collective bargained contract for the site 
if any . The notice and list shall be posted in the same location and manner that other statutorily required 
notices to employees are posted at the affected site or sites. 

(e) A successor employer shall retain for a 25 day transition employment period at the affected site or sites 
those building service employees of the terminated building service contractor and its subcontractors, or other 
covered employer, employed at the site or sites covered by the terminated building service contract or own e d 
or operated by the former cr we red -e m pleyer. 

(f) If at any time the successor employer determines that fewer building service employees are required to 
perform building services at the affected building than had been performing such services under the former 
employer, the successor employer shall retain the predecessor building service employees by seniority within 
job classification; provided that during such a 25 day transition period, the successor employer shall maintain 
a preferential hiring list of those building service employees not retained at the building who shall be given a 
right of first refusal to any jobs within their classification that becomes available during that period. 

(g) Except as provided in subsection (f), (i! and (i) during such 25 day period, the successor contractor shall 
not discharge without cause an employee retained pursuant to this Section. 

(h) At the end of the 25 day transition period, the successor employer shall perform a written performance 
evaluation for each employee retained pursuant to this Section. If the employee's performance during such 25 
day period is satisfactory, the successor contractor shall offer the employee continued employment under the 
terms and conditions established by the successor employer or as required by law. 

(i) Nothing in this Ordinance shall restrict an existing or successor employer from obtaining a background 
check on an employee as may be required by a federal, state or local governmental agency or from requiring 
that an employee undergo appropriate testing and investigation consistent with the existing or successor 
employer’s personnel policies. 

(j) Nothing in this Ordinance shall restrict an existing or successor Employer from complying with 
requirements of the Illinois Department of Financial and Professional Regulation. 

Section 4: Violation. 

(a) A building service employee who has been discharged or not retained in violation of this Ordinance 
may bring an action in court against a successor contractor and covered employer for violation of any 
obligation imposed pursuant to this Ordinance. 

(b) The following are appropriate remedies for violations of this ordinance, as a court deems just and 
proper: 

(1) Injunctive Relief;

(2) Back pay for each day during which the violation continues, which shall be calculated at a rate of 
compensation not less than the higher of (i) the average regular rate of pay received by the employee 
during the last 3 years of the employee's employment in the same occupation classification; or (ii) the 
final regular rate received by the employee. 

(3) Costs of benefits the successor employer would have incurred for the employee under the 
successor contractor's or employer's benefit plans. 

(4) The building service employee's reasonable attorney's fees and costs. 

(5) An award requiring the terminated contractor or former employer to provide the successor employer 
with the information required pursuant to Section 3(c) of this Ordinance. 

(6) Any additional relief the court deems just and proper. 

Section 5: Exemptions. 

The provisions of this Ordinance do not apply: 

(1) To any successor employer that, on or before, the effective date of the transfer of control from a 
predecessor covered employer to the successor employer to the commencement of services by a successor 
building service contractor, agrees to assume, or to be bound by, the collective bargaining agreement of the 
predecessor covered building service employees, provided that the collective bargaining agreement provides 
terms and conditions for the discharge or laying off of employees. 

(2) Where there is no existing collective bargaining agreement as described in subdivision (1), to any 
successor employer that agrees, on or before the effective date of the transfer of control from a predecessor 
covered employer to the successor employer or the commencement of services by a successor building service 
contractor, to enter into a new collective bargaining agreement covering its building service employees, 
provided that the collective bargaining agreement provides terms and conditions for the discharged or laying 
off of employees. 

(3) To any successor employer whose building service employees will be accredited to a bargaining unit 
with a pre-existing collective bargaining agreement, provided that the collective bargaining agreement 
provides terms and conditions for the discharged or laying off of employees. 

(4) To any covered employer that obtains a written commitment from a successor employer that the 
successor employer's building service employees will be covered by a collective bargaining agreement falling 
within subdivision (1), (2), or (3). 

Section 6: Effective date. 

This Ordinance shall takes effect u pon b e coming law on April 1,2006 May 1, 2006 .

WHEREAS, considered by its sponsor, U.S. Representative F. James Sensenbrenner, Jr. (R-WI 5th), and 
its proponents to be a solution to our country’s broken immigration system, H.R. 4437 poses serious 
humanitarian as well as legal concerns portraying immigrants as a threat we need to protect ourselves 
from rather than as an integral part of the community; and 

WHEREAS, H.R. 4437 requires the mandatory detention of all immigrants without status until 
deportation, which could result in vulnerable groups, such as children and torture survivors, being jailed

WHEREAS, H.R. 4437 makes “unlawful presence” a crime and an aggravated felony for immigration 
purposes, barring undocumented immigrants from any future legal status and authorizing local law 
enforcement to arrest these immigrants; and 

WHEREAS, H.R. 4437 denies basic due process protections to legal immigrants, refugees and asylum- 
seekers by authorizing the Department of Homeland Security and the Department of Justice to deny an 
immigrant legal benefits for lack of good moral character based on a “discretionary finding or other

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WHEREAS, H.R. 4437 creates strong criminal penalties for any person or organization that assists 
persons without documentation in the United States if the assistance is given “in reckless disregard” of
